The priest of 
the parish, God rest his soul! sent me to a fever 
hospital, and promised to look to my poor ‘ father’ 
untill should return, But the good clergyman him- 
self died in a week after, and then the old man was 
left desolate ; and one bitter, wild-blowing morning 
he was found stiff and lifeless in his wretched cabin. 
He was buried in a big, deep hole with many other 
starved creatures; and, when I came home, the 
bleak walls of the hut were there, but my ‘father’ 
was gone. So, having no friend in the world, I 
resolved to come to this big city, to earn my living 
by the art the poor old man had taught me ; and 
Ihave contrived since to support myself playing 
my old ‘father’s’ favourite tunes on his favourite 
pipes through the more obscure streets and alleys 
of this great big town. I am poor indeed, but 
have preserved my good name; I am thankful to 
God for the past, and hopeful in His mercy for the 
future.” |

Tre Curinrse WALL.—The most extensive ‘‘ma- 
nual” structure is undoubtedly the great Chinese wall. 
It is 24 feet high, and 10 feet wide, and reaches to the 
extent of from 2000 to 2400 miles over mountains, 
precipices, and rivers, up to the sea on one side, and 
the inaccessible mountains of Thibet onthe other.

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THE COURT.

The unfavourable state of the morning prevented 
her Majesty and his Royal Highness Prince Albert 
taking their usual early walk. In the afternoon the 
Queen and Prince Consort left the castle in the pony 
chaise, and visited her Royal Highness the Duchess 
of Kent at Frogmore. The people were much grati- 
fied by catching a view of the Prince of Wales and the 
Princess Royal, with their attendants, returning 
along the slopes from a walk to Adelaide-cottage, 
His Royal Highness the young Prince of Wales wore 
the Stuart tartan kilt plaid, with the bonnet and eagle 
feather, in which he was frequently attired during 
his visit to the Highlands. 

Her Majesty and the Prince Consort continued 
their usual exercise in the parks during the week. 
Her Majesty, Prince Albert, and the whole of the 
Royal Famiiy are in the enjoyment of excellent health. 
The dinner parties at the castle have included the 
Duchess of Kent, the Duke of Holstein Glucksbourg, 
Prince William of Holstein, Count de Reventlow,

Damer, and Sir George Couper. 

ACCIDENT TO THE PRINCE OF WALES AND THE 
Princess Royau.—An accident, which was fortu- 
nately not attended by any serious results, occurred to 
their Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales and the 
Princess Royal, on Monday morning, in Windsor 
Home Park, while their Royal Highnesses were takin 
their usual equestrian exercise upon their Shetland 
ponies, between nine and ten o’clock., A lilliputian 
Java pony, not more than 27 inches in height, which 
was presented to her Majesty by Lord Charles 
Wellesley about three years ago, generally accom- 
panies the royal family during their rides in the Home 
Park. ‘The Java pony, while the Prince and Princess 
were taking their exercise, attended by the grooms 
and one of the governesses, having displayed some 
curious antics, the two Shetland ponies, ridden by the 
Prince of Wales and the Princess Royal, started off at 
full speed, before the grooms had the power to secure 
them, bolting across the park in different directions. 
The Prince of Wales fortunately retained his seat, 
showing great skillin the management of his steed. 
The Princess Royal, however, not having the same 
command over her pony, was thrown from her seat, 
providentially alighting upon the turf without sustain- 
ing the least injury. The royal children lost no time 
in proceeding to the castle, arriving there before the 
news of the accident had reached the ears of her 
Majesty or the Prince Consort. 

DEPARTURE OF THE QurEN DowaGer.—Her 
Majesty the Queen Dowager, accompanied by their 
Serene Highnesses the Duchess Ida, Prince Edward, 
and the Princesses of Saxe Weimar, left her residence, 
Marlborough-house, shortly before eleven o’clock on 
Saturday morning for Portsmouth. On arriving there 
the Fairy and Fire Queen steam yachts were sent 
alongside the Clarence-yard pier, the Fairy to embark 
her Majesty and suite, and the Fire Queen her bag- 
gage and attendants. he Port Admiral, Sir C. 
Ogle, and Rear Admiral Superintendent W. H. Shir-

consider—melancholy circumstances, We hasten 
to redeem our promise, 

Nine persons, some of them fellow-servants of the 
prisoner in various families, testified that they had 
known her, and had always found her exceedingly 
kind and gentle, One of these gave evidence that 
“ she was subject to violent hysteric fits, and sometimes 
required as many a8 FOUR MEN TO NOLD HER when 
she was so attacked”! Another bears witness to her 
suffering from illness and jits. Another, that, 
“during the five years he knew her, she never ap- 
peared in good health; and on one occasion he 
remembered she had a fit, which continued for two 
hours, and during that time sip Ravep very 
much,’”’ Her sister said that she was always 
labouring under lowness of spirits, and would fre- 
quently sit down an1 cry for half an hour together. 
Her mother was subject to its, and her brother 
had been ovr o¥r HIS MIND! 

Mrs. Richardson, who had known Hunt seven- 
teen or eightcen years, stated that on one occasion 
‘she had a very bad fit, and when she came to, a 
little, she looked very wild, and witness kept away 
from her.’”’ Charlotte Jennings deposed that, while 
in service with the prisoner, she was subject to 
fainting fits, and she frequently observed her to be 
very low-spirited, The prisoner had since lodged 
with her on two or three occasions when she was 
out of place, and her spirits always appeared to be 
very much depressed, and she frequently found her 
crying. 

Sarah Robinson stated that the prisoner had 
very bad health, and always appeared in low 
spirits; and she frequently saw her erying without 
any apparent cause. She once saw her in a 
hysteric fit, and she struggled and was very 
violent, and required THREE MEN TO HOLD HER! 
Emma Bailey remembered the prisoner coming 
into the service of Mr. Smythe Wyndham in 
March last; and very soon after that period she 
had a violent fit, and witness found her on the floor 
insensible ; and after a time she became so violent 
that it required Two mmN To HOLD HER! Other 
servants testified to this fact, and to her subse- 
quent wild appearance. And ALL THESE wit- 
NESSES agree in giving her the character of an 
obliging, Minp, and HUMANE woman! 

But there is one witness whose evidence is par- 
ticularly striking. Susannah Creswell stated that 
she saw the prisoner on the evening on which the 
murder is supposed to have been committed, and 
she ‘ observed a difference in her appearance, and 
she seemed wip and rxcrrrp” ! Whether this 
was before or after the murder was committed does 
not appear; but every child knows that, when a 
doubt exists, the benefit of that doubt is, by law 
as well as reason, the prisonef’s right. On that 
ground, therefore, the jury were bound at the 
trial, and the Government are now bound, to con- 
sider that this wild appearance was manifested 
before the murder was committed; and that at the 
time of the deed the prisoner was under the in- 
fluence of one of her temporary fits of insanity, of 
which the wild and excited appearance deposed to 
is the indubitable proof! 

We pass the evidence of the medical men who 
were called for the prisoner, and proceed at once 
to that of Dr. Sutherland, who was called for the 
Crown. He said:—* I was directed to be present 
to-day by the Solicitor to the Treasury, and I have 
attended to the whole of the evidence—particularly 
that of the witnesses for the prisoner ; and, 
assuming all the facts that have been stated to be 
literally true, they do not, in my opinion, indicate 
any unsoundness of mind in the prisoner in any 
degree whatever.” 

But, in his cross-examination, Dr. Sutherland, 
after this very decided and, we must confess, to us, 
unaccountable declaration, says, ‘My opinion would 
be more satisfactory, or courss, if I had had an 


Dr. Sutherland adds—I have known cases of 
women becoming quite insane from the cause sug- 
gested (suggested by one of the prisoner’s medical 
witnesses in her defence), and where a woman, 
naturally of a humane and peaceable disposition, 
has suddenly become quite ferocious.’’ How is 
this part of the doctor’s evidence to be reconciled 
with what precedes it? 

As to the malice aforethought which is neces- 
sary to constitute murder, the only evidence of 
that was, that some time previous to the murder, the 
prisoner, being annoyed by the deceased, was heard 
to say that she would “do for her’?! This the 
prisoner explained as meaning that she would re- 
present her to a family in which she (Hunt) had 
served, as unworthy of the charity she from time 
to time received from them, But, suppose this 
explanation false, which we do not believe, surely 
it is not sufficient authority for taking lite ? 

Altogether we are convinced that, if this unfor- 
tunate woman is brought to the scaffold, she will 
there expiate an offence of which she was not 
guilty.

THE PROTECTION OF WOMAN, 

Tur annual meeting of the Associate Institution 
for Improving and Enforcing the Laws for the Pro- 
tection of Women will be held at the Freemasons’ 
Hall on Monday next, B. B. Cabbell, Esq., M.P., 
in the chair. Bound as we are, as much by incli- 
nation as our duty, to watch with ceaseless anxiety 
every movement whose object is to procure that 
proper estimation of women from society which 
they have never yet received, we shall not fail in 
our next number to lay a full report of the pro- 
ceedings before our readers. 

Ladies, it is to be observed, are especially invited 
to attend, and the chair will be taken at twelve 
o’clock precisely. It is to be hoped that the mect- 
ing will not alone be numerously but influentially 
attended; and that a cause which has received less 
attention than any other of its importance will 
find advocates worthy of its merits. 

For our own part, our efforts are ceaseless to 
obtain for women the respect due to them. 
Hardly a day passes, and certainly a week never, 
which does not produce some extraordinary mani- 
festations of indifference — and often worse — to 
the claims of women upon society. Insisting at 
all times on greater EXCELLENCE from them—and 
getting it—instead of rewarding that excellence by 
unusual privileges, the endeavour of. the world 
appears to be to cut female privileges down to the 
smallest amount of concession. In fact, the aim 
of society with respect to women seems to be to 
obtain the best possible article at the lowest ima- 
ginable price; and, in many instances, without 
paying for it at all. 


Morurrs’ Grier.—Fathers may forget their off- 
spring, and children lose the remembrance of their 
parents; husbands and wives may be replaced, and 
brothers and sisters be to each other as strangers, and 
even foes; but the love of a mother endureth for ever. 
A father supplies the wants of his children from his 
purse —a mother from her bosom.

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ST. MATTHEW’S CHURCH, CITY-ROAD, 2 architect (G. G. Scott, Esq., of Spring-gardens)

This building, which is now near its completion, 
and will be dedicated to St. Matthew, is situate on 
the north side of the City-road, a little above the 
Canal-bridge. Its position, being contiguous to the 
street, as well as separated from the surrounding 
buildings, shows out its general proportions to ad- 
vantage, while its lofty tower and spire render it 
conspicuous for a considerable distance. 

The style of architecture adopted is early Eng- 
lish. The walling is constructed of Kentish rag, 
with dressings from the quarries at Box, near Bath. 

The church consists of nave and side aisles, five 
bays in length, and divided by alternately octa- 
gonal and clustered columns. ‘Their length inter- 
nally is about seventy feet, and the extreme width 
fifty-four» This space is fitted up with open seats, 
and the whole affords accommodation for nearly 
850 individuals, including children. ‘The chancel 
1s of proper proportion, and is enriched at the east 
end by a five-light lancet window completely fill- 
ing the internal space. At the east end of the 
south aisle is placed the tower—a very bold and 
excellent composition, which, with its noble spire, 
imparts to the whole fabric a truly imposing 
appearance, 

The whole height is about 150 feet. ‘The funds 
not admitting of a great deal of architectural orna- 
ment, it has been but sparingly employed; the 


evidently resting the merits of the design on the 
general proportions and solid construction of the 
building rather than by indulgence in unnecessary 
embellishment, to the sacrifice of more essential 
features, 

We ought, perhaps, to notice the ingenuity dis- 
played in converting an architectural difficulty 
into a pleasing irregularity, as exhibited at the 
east and west corners of the north aisle. We are 
indebted for this variety to the regulations of the 
Building Act, which, being strictly enforced, did 


5 not admit of the angles being finished in the usual 
¢ way. To the same cause is to be attributed the 
‘ substitution of the large doorway on the south 


side in place of an entrance porch. 

The whole of the outlay incurred in the erection 
is to be defrayed by the liberality of the ‘ Metro-

Srrrney Cuurcu.—Old Stepney Church has been 
completely gutted, preparatory to a general restora- 
tion. The galleries which projected in front of the 
arcade columns are taken down, and the side galleries 
are to be set back and independently supported. The 
alterations will, as far as circumstances admit, be in 
accordance with ancient ecclesiastical arrangements, 
and will add to the comfort of the congregation. 


METROPOLITAN PENSIONERS.—The local companies 
of pensioners belonging to the metropolitan district 
are under orders to assemble for drill and exercise. 
The western divisions will parade for that purpose in 
the grounds of Chelsea Hospital on the 18th and 19th 
of October. 


CuAninG-cross HosprTan.—On Tuesday a meeting 
of the governors and committee of the above hospital 
was held in the board-room of the institution, in West 
Strand, Charing-cross, for the transaction of general 
business. The report for the past quarter stated that 
the number of in-patients had been 302, out-patients 
3564; in addition to which, 371 cases of accidents and 
cases of emergency had been received. During the 
past year 1052 in-patients, and 8709 out-patients, had 
been relieved, at a cost of £2425. 16s. 113d., which makes 
a total number of persons of near 130,000 who have 
partaken of the benefits of the institution since its 
commencement in 1818. The funds, it is to be re- 
gretted, require augmentation. 


Cuurcn EXTENSION IN St. PAncras.—On Sunday 
last the second of the temporary churches now in 
course of provision for this vast parish (until sufficient 
funds can be raised for the erection of permanent 
churches) was opened in Britannia-street, Gray’s-inn- 
road. The spacious and convenient National School- 
room, capable of accommodating 600 worshippers, 
having been granted for this pupose by the committee, 
has been completely furnished with fittings of every 
description at the expense of the St. Pancras Church 
Extension Fund; and being surmounted with a bell 
turret, and built in an ecclesiastical style of archi- 
tecture, presents, both externally and internally, the 
appearance of a neat and commodious church. The 
district attached to this church is called St. Jude’s 
district, and contains a dense population of nearly 
8000, heretofore unprovided with any place of worship 
in the Established Church, excepting Regent-square 
Chapel, to which will be permanently attached its own 
peculiar district, numbering at least 10,000 inhabitants. 
The collections after the two sermons (one of which 
was preached by the Rev. Thomas Dale, vicar of St. 
Pancras ; and the other by the Rev. Richard Allen, 
late curate of Regent-square Chapel,, the newly 
appointed minister of St. Jude’s district) amounted 
altogether to nearly the sum of £80. 


GRAND ENTERTAINMENT AT THE MANSION-HOUSE. 
—On Saturday the Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress 
gave a grand entertainment to his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge and a distinguished and 
numerous party. Amongst the company were Lord 
Dudley Coutts Stuart, the American Minister, Prince 
Sapieha, Prince Ladislaus Czartoryski, Prince Adam 
Sapicha, the Lord Chief Baron, the Hon. Spring Rice ; 
his Excellency Mr. Brooke, her Majesty’s Com- 
missioner for Borneo; Count Zamoyski, Mr. Master- 
man, M.P., Mr. Walter, M.P., Mr. A. Hastie, M.P., Mr. 
Waddington, M.P., Mr. Cubitt, M.P., several of the 
aldermen, &c, After the usual loyal and constitutional 
toasts were drunk, with the accustomed applause, the 
Lord Mayor proposed the health of his illustrious 
guest, the Duke of Cambridge. His Royal Highness 
acknowledged the toast, and proposed ‘* The city of 
London and the trade thereof.’ The Lord Mayor in 
proposing “‘ The health of Mr. Brooke, her Majesty’s 
commissioner for Borneo,’”’ which was drunk with 
great enthusiasm, spoke of the extraordinary exertions 
of that distinguished man in distant and uncivilized 
countries. Mr. Brooke said that the reception which 
he met with that day fully repaid him for the exertions 
he had made, and inal he trusted would be at- 
tended with the good results which the company 
honoured him by anticipating. The Lord Mayor pro- 
posed ‘ The health of Mr. John Walter, the member 
for Nottingham,”’ and took occasion to eulogise the 
extraordinary and successful efforts made by that 
gentleman’s lamented father to support the weak 
against the strong, and to uphold the rights and 
privileges ofall classes of his fellow-subjects, (Cheers.) 
Mr. Walter returned thafks. Several other toasts 
were drunk, and the company separated, evidently 
delighted with the magnificent hospitality of the 
Mansion-house. 


Tue Swerrincs or Lonpon.—The recent con- 
tracts entered into by the various metropolitan parishes 
for the sale of dust and refuse, disclose an altered 
state of affairs in the building trades, Towards the 
autumn of last year, such was the competition for dust 
or “ breeze”’ that it went up to 14s, per chaldron, and 
with the prospect of an increasing demand for several 
years to come. The stoppage, however, of so many 
railway acts in their passage through Parliament, to- 
gether with the present financial difficulties, has caused 
such a stagnation in trade that the contracts made for 
the present year with the various district boards offer 
a sad contrast with those which have just expired. 
The trustees of the Lambeth Improvement Act have 
sold the refuse of that extensive parish, which last 
year brought £1112. 10s. for £31, 10s,, and have re- 
initted the contractor 25 per cent., or £278 on the last 
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contract. In the eastern division of Southwark the 
local trust, which last year received £310, is now com- 
pelled to pay the contractor £300 for the removal of the 
dust, making a difference of £610 to the inhabitants. 
The south middle district of the City pays £100 instead 
of receiving as before £950, a difference of £1050 to 
the ratepayers. St. Luke’s, Old-street, is in pre- 
cisely the same condition, and the contractor has ap- 
plied for an allowance upon the amount of the last 
bond. The parish of St. Giles’s, Bloomsbury, has 
suffered most severely, the difference between the con- 
tract of 1846-7 and that just entered into being no less 
than £1820. The inhabitants of the united parishes 
of St. Margaret’s and St. John’s lose £670, as com- 
pared with their last contract, and remit £50 of the 
amount due upon it; andof course, as in all instances 
the sums so received by the boards are applied in miti- 
gation of the parish burdens, it follows, that in the six 
cases enumerated an addition of £6000 will be made 
to the local taxation. At this moment the market for 
ashes is wholly at a stand-still; and so much does the 
supply already exceed the demand, that it is computed 
that at the close of the present season there will be 
enough on hand to make 300,000,000 of bricks, suf- 
ficient to meet the ordinary wants of builders for years 
to come, 


CHILD-DROPPING.—On Saturday last information 
was circulated that a male child, about a month old, 
had been dropped in the garden fronting the house 
No. 4, Brunswick row, Queen-square. It was dressed 
in quite a superior manner, was wrapped in a silk 
tartan scarf, and had on a hood trimmed with three 
rows of Valenciennes lace. The child is now in the 
Holborn union workhouse. 


LARGE Fainures not GazetTrep.— Allusion is 
made to the strange anomaly presented in the fact, 
that of twenty-seven large houses which have failed 
here since the 27th of August last, not one has been 
gazetted—a striking contrast to the course pursued 
with reference to more humble but no less unfortunate 
traders.— Globe. 


THE LATE R. B. PeAKe.—A preliminary meeting 
was held at the Café de l'Europe, near the Hay- 
market Theatre, on Tuesday last, for the purpose of 
forming a committee to carry out the proposed benefit 
for the relief of the widow and four children which 
Mr. Peake’s sudden death has left entirely unprovided 
for. We shall not this week enter into any particulars 
of what took place, further than tostate that the kindly 
feeling towards the survivors, and the regret for the de- 
parted, wereuniversal. Next week we shall recordmuch 
which it will give great pleasure to the friends of the 
late lamented author to know. It is intended, if pos- 
sible, to give a benefit at Covent Garden, when, should 
that splendid theatre be procured, a phalanx of talent 
will appear that must at once ensure a house crowded 
to the ceiling, and prove how universally Mr. Peake 
was respected by the whole dramatic profession.

Poor-LAW UNION CrueL_tTy.—An oldman, seventy- 
two years of age, in the poorhouse of Bolton, has just 
died under circumstances which create an impression 
that he has been actually flogged to death by one of 
the male nurses (named Bicknell) charged with the 
care of the parish paupers. An inquest has been 
held; and the evidence, though it has not confirmed 
the horrible suspicion which was at first entertained, 
has established beyond denial the fact that the whip 
has been used in the workhouse upon even the old and 
ailing by one whose duty it was to attend upon them 
in sickness and suffering. The jury have returned a 
verdict that the poor man died of disease; but Bick- 
nell has been discharged.

A Cuitp SmMoruEerRED IN DovuGu.—An inquest was 
held last week on the body of David Walsh, aged two 
years and a half, son of Mr. Walsh, a painter. On the 
previous day the mother was baking, and left the dough 
on the hearth. In the afternoon deceased complained 
that he was very ill, and the mother, ‘having placed 
him on‘a chair near the dough, went out for a card 
to get deceased into the infirmary, and during her 
absence the child fell into the dough and was smothered. 
The jury, after hearing the evidence, returned a verdict 
of ‘* Accidental death.””—Manchester Advertiser. 


Supposed Loss or AN ENGLISH VeEssEL.—A 
letter from Bremen of the 4th inst. states that a bottle 
had been ‘picked up on the seashore near Wongerus, 
containing a slip of paper, on which was written the 
following words :—‘‘On the 8th of August, 1847, on 
board the Scottish Maid, of Neweastle-upon-Tyne, 
coming from Boulogne.

Horrisie Deatu.—On Saturday last an accident 
by which a young man named Henry Ford lost his life 
occurred at the St. Pancras steam-mills, Old St. Pan- 
cras-road. It appears that the deceased, having 
returned from dinner, went into one of the sheds where 
an immense circular saw, driven by steam power, 1s 
used for the purpose of cutting large logs of timber. 
Whilst there the machinery was set in motion, and 
he was caught in the shoulders by the teeth of the 
saw. He shrieked out, but before the machine was 
stopped the whole of the upper part of his body was 
nearly sawn through. On being brought out from 
the shed life was quite gone, the body presenting a 
most frightful spectacle. 


ExpLosion In A Letrer-bAG.—On Thursday 
se’nnight, while the clerks and other officers of the 
General Post-office were engaged in making up the 
mails at the Warwick division of the London and 
North-Western Railway, and while one of the mes- 
sengers was in the act of tying the Banbury bag, a 
hissing noise was heard, which appeared to proceed 
from the inside of the bag. The string was instantly 
cut, when it was found that a small box, made of thin 
deal, containing fusees, was on fire.

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT.— On Saturday evening a 
dreadful accident, which, it is feared, will terminate 
fatally, occurred at the Bricklayers’ Arms terminus on 
the South-Eastern Railway. It appears that a per- 
son named John Gilling, a porter in the employ of the 
company, was standing on the top of one of the trucks 
adjusting the tarpauling previously to the departure of 
the evening train for Dover, when the unfortunate 
man lost his equilibrium, and fell upon the rails, his 
head being nearly severed in two. 


Atrocious SCHEME TO Destroy Lirr.—A most 
diabolical attempt was recently made by some scoun- 
drel to throw the train off the rails on the Kendal and 
Windermere line, about a mile and a half from Ken- 
dal, by placing the shackle of an iron plough on the 
inside up-rail. It was discovered about a quarter 
before seven o’clock by one of the platelayers, named 
Cookson, and, had it not been removed, in the course 
of about an hour the train from Birthwaite would have 
been coming up, and in all probability have been 
thrown over the embankment. Had the obstruction 
been placed on the down-line, the half-past five o’clock 
train, which had gone to Windermere, must have been 
thrown off. The directors have offered £20 reward, 
and chief constable Lipsett has been actively engaged 
in endeavouring to discover the perpetrator, but so far 
without success.—Carlisle Patriot. 


Avanmine Rainway Accipent.—On Saturday 
last a collision between the down-train from London 
and the train from Hastings to London took place, by 
which Mr. Wyon, the medallist to the Royal Mint, and 
Mr. Driver, land and estate agent, of Parliament- 
street, in a first-class carriage of the down-train, 
received considerable injury. The other passengers, 
some receiving slight bruises, had a narrow escape. 


ACCIDENT ON THE GREAT WESTERN RAILWAY.— 
An accident of a shocking nature, which is likely to 
terminate fatally, occurred at the Didcot station on 
the Great Western Railway on Friday evening. A man 
named Robert Radburn, employed as an engine-cleaner, 
had on that evening received his weekly pay, and in- 
tended returning to his home at Reading by the train 
which reached that place at nine o’clock. Whilst 
awaiting its arrival he was standing, as he imagined, 
on the next rail to that on which the train was coming 
up, in order that he might jump upon the engine. Un- 
fortunately he was on the same line as the train ; and, 
it is supposed, neither expecting or perceiving its 
approach, he was knocked down and the train passed 
over both his legs. On being taken up it was found 
that one of his legs was quite broken between the 
ankle and the calf, and that the other was jammed, and 
the bones splintered in pieces. He was immediately 
conveyed by the same train to Reading, under the 
care of the police superintendent on the line, and 
removed into the Royal Berkshire Hospital, where, on 
the following morning, both legs were amputated, one 
just above the knee, and the other between the ankle 
and the calf, 


_ EXpLosion in A Distintery.—Thursday morn- 
ing a frightful accident occurred at Mr. Busby’s dis- 
tillery, Black Pitts, Dublin: The coppers, contain- 
ing liquor intended for distillation, were in progress 
of being ‘‘ got round” to the proper heats, when from 
some cause one of the huge vessels burst with a tre- 
mendous explosion, and three poor fellows were 
scalded to death, and a fourth so deplorably injured 
that very slight hopes are entertained of his recovery. 


JUVENILE STABBING.—On Saturday week a quarrel 
took place between two boys, named Bryer and 
Neill, near Trim-bridge, Bath. Bryer was in the 
act of striking Neill, when Neill, who had a gouge in 
his hand, thrust out his hand, and the point entered 
Bryer’s stomach: Bryer died from inflammation on 
Monday. A verdict of ‘‘ Manslaughter ’”’ has been re- 
turned by a coroner’s jury against Neill, who is only 


seven years of age, and he has accordingly been com- 
mitted for trial.

For young ladies, 
a mantelet in the visite form may be added to the 
dress ; it must be trimmed with gimp or velvet, in 
accordance with the trimming on’ the front of the 
skirt. With ’a dress of this sort!may be worn a 
straw bonnet, trimmed with velvet of the colour of 
the dress, and two’or three rows of narrow velvet 
ribbon may be placed round the edge of the front. 

On fine days silk mantelets of bright and gay 
colours may still be occasionally seen, They are 
trimmed with black lace, or with coloured fringe or 
passementerie. For winter cloaks of a superior 
kind satin and. velvet, either black or of dark 
colours, will be the most approved materials. In 
No. 40 of The Lady’s Newspaper we gave engravings 
illustrative of the newest patterns for cloaks, and 
those patterns, we may venture to affirm, will con- 
tinue to be worn throughout the winter, 

The winter fashions for dress caps and coiffures 
can scarcely be fixed until the season of balls and 
evening parties arrives. Meanwhile we may ob- 
serve that caps are still’)worn short and round in 
form. Many are.made‘to come forward on the 
forehead ina rounded point a la Marie Stuart, 
One of the prettiest caps we have recently seen 
was made in the following style :—A round crown 
of soft white tulle, the border consisting of narrow 
blonde edging sewed on tulle. Over the front 
part of the crown was placed a piece of tulle, cut 
nearly in:the form of a half-handkerchief, and 
trimmed entirely round with blonde edging, the 
same as that composing the border of the cap. 
The point of this half-handkerchief was fastened 
down in the centre of the forehead, whilst the two 
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ends hung over each ear in the form of lappets, or 
might, according to the fancy of the wearer, be 
fastened lightly under the chin by a small brooch. 
On each temple the blonde half-handkerchief was 
raised so as to afford room for two small bouquets, 
consisting of moss rosebuds and shaded foliage. 
For evening coiffures small half-caps are worn. 
They are composed either of white blonde, with 
small light lappets, or of pink, blue, or cerise 
coloured tulle. They are always profusely trimmed 
with flowers, 

There are various favourite styles of dressing 
the hair, The waved bands are decidedly less in 
favour than they were some time ago. ‘lhe ban- 
deaux lisses predominate. They are not brought 
under the ear, but over it, ina line just above the 
earring, and slightly full. In Paris an attempt 
has recently been made to revive the small frizzed 
curls called the frisures 4 la Sevigné. For evening 
dress long ringlets are much worn by ladies who 
have dark hair, and crepé curls for light hair. 
But the bandeaux lisses are decidedly in the ma- 
jority. ‘The back hair is arranged in two or three 
twists or plaits, and is fastened by a comb, the 
top of which rises a little beyond the hair. 

In a fashionable assortment of winter bonnets 
we remarked two conspicuous for novelty and ele- 
gance, which we will briefly describe. One was 
of velours epingle, with narrow bands of velvet, 
laid upon a bias fold of satin, the latter being 
about an inch broad; three of these folds were 
placed at equal distances over the front of the 
bonnet, and one at the edge of the crown. On 
the left side was fixed a beautiful flower, with a 
profusion of foliage in shaded velvet. The flower 
was of the same hue as the bonnet, but shaded 
into lighter tints. The other bonnet, which was 
of amore showy character, was of violet-coloured 
velvet, lined with maize satin, and trimmed with 
acock’s tail plume of the same colour as the velvet. 
Under the brim was a trimming of black lace, 
intermingled with bows of maize-coloured velvet. 
Bonnets of dark-coloured satin are frequently or- 
namented with narrow rouleaux of velvet, placed 
at equal distances on the front and crown. ‘These 
bonnets are trimmed with black lace and ribbon 
assorted to the colour of the satin and velvet. 

The morning slippers most generally worn are 
of black or dark coloured velvet, lined with red 
flannel, and trimmed with a narrow ruche of ribbon. 
Some made of satin, quilted and wadded, rise very 
high on the instep, and are trimmed with quilled 
ribbon, and frequently with black lace. 

In reference to jewellery, we are happy to an- 
nounce that the large hoop earrings, against which 
we entered our protest some weeks ago, have sunk 
into the disfavour they so justly merit. A fashion- 
able Parisian jeweller has recently introduced a 
new pattern for earrings, which, though less ob- 
noxious to taste than the hoops above alluded to, 
is, nevertheless, greatly inferior to the long antique 
drop, the only earring possessing any claim to ele- 
gance, The new earring just mentioned now 
enjoys a vogue in Paris, where it 18 worn by many 
ladies who are the acknowledged leaders of fashion, 
among others by the Princess de Joinville. This 
new earring, which is square in form, is called the 
pavé. It may consist of an emerald set round 
with brillants or fine pearls, an opal set with bril- 
liants, or an amethyst surrounded by pearls or 
brilliants. The same pattern is made in a less 
splendid and expensiye style, the pavé’ or square 
being in enamel. Pink, blue, or green enamel, 
forming the background for a flower wrought in 
fine pearls, has a very pretty effect; but nothing 
can excel the splendour of a fine amethyst or topaz 
set in a framework of brilliants.

SHIPPING IN EDWARD III,’S TIME. 

Sizn or Fivets.—Abundant as are the naval re- 
cords of this reign, none have been found, which, 
like the ‘Roll of Calais,” show the aggregate 
number of ships and men employed on any parti- 
cular occasion. Though the amount of the various 
fleets mentioned by chroniclers was often overrated, 
there can be no doubt that they frequently consisted 
of many hundred vessels of various sizes and classes, 
especially when conveying an army in the great 
expeditions against France. . * * * * 
Ships appear to have averaged about two hundred 
tons, and the largest of which the tonnage is given 
was only three hundred. They were manned with 
about sixty-five men to every hundred tons of 
burden, besides soldiers and archers, who were 
generally equal in number, and amounted to about 
one-half of the crew, a ship with one hundred 
mariners being armed with twenty-five soldiers, 
and twenty-five archers. Pilots:seemedito have 
formed a distinct class of mariners, called ‘‘lodes- 
men;’’ and several instances have already been 
given of the use of the word. In January, 1338,‘an

‘‘sigle,’’ which tends to show that “trief’’ did not, 


as has been suggested, mean ‘a particular kind of 
sail, apparently used only in bad weather.’ In no 
instance is more than one sail said to have belonged 
to any vessel in the numerous records which have 
been examined, except to the two fluves; but it 
was, when necessary, enlarged by having one or 
more bonnets laced to the lower part of it.—Nicolas’

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
Louis the Fourteenth and the Court of France. 
3 vols. Bentley. 

Pretending to be little more thana review of Court 
pas dey and circumstances, these volumes from 

iss Pardoe’s pen contain a considerable amount 
of historical information, which leaves, perhaps, a 
stronger impression from being mixed up_ with 
matters merely personal. It would be late in the 
day to praise the lady who has added this work to 
the many literary obligations under which she has 
already placed the world ; but it would not be just to 
lay her present book down without stating that it 
adds as much to her reputation as to the treasures 
of modern literature. 

We do not profess to enter into any elaborate 
review of these volumes. They have pleased us ; 
and we have no doubt they will be read by others 
with a like result. But it may be as well to give 
our readers a taste of their quality, which we feel 
assured they will relish well enough to conceive 
an appetite for the whole. 

The Duke of Buckingham on leaving France had 
received a letter from Anne of Austria, consort of 
Louis XIII., whose heart he had subdued by his 
chivalrous bearing and magnificence; accompanied 
by a casket, containing an aiguillette with diamond 
pendants, which had been presented to her by the 
King. Richelieu, it is well known, had before this 
been a suitor for the Queen’s favours, and was 
turned by her into ridicule; stung by which, he 
was ceaseless in his endeavours to thwart and 
disgrace her. We subjoin the remainder of the

‘‘Madame de Lannoy, the zealous spy of the car- 
dinal, had detected the disappearance of the diamond 
aiguillette from the queen’s casket; and, with the 
ready perception of malice, she suggested to Richelieu 
that it had, in all probability, been sent to Bucking:

“It is, however, time that we should disclose the 
secret of this apparently mysterious incident to our 
readers, 

‘On his return from the’state ball at which he had 
appeared with the aiguillette of Anne of Austria, 
Buckingham, who would confide to no one the care of 
this precious ornament, was about to restore it to its 
casket, when he perceived the subtraction which had 
taken place, and for a moment abandoned himself to 
a fit of anger, believing that he had been made the 
victim of a common theft; an instant’s reflection, 
however, convinced him that such was not likely to be 
the case, as he had upon his person jewels of greater 
value, which it would have been equally easy to pur- 
loin, and these all remained intact. “A light broke 
upon him—he suspected the agency of his old enemy 
and rival, the cardinal-duke ; and his immediate mea- 
sure was to place an embargo upon the English ports, 
and to prohibit all masters of vessels from putting to 
sea under pain of death. During the operation of this 
edict, which created universal astonishment through- 
out the country, the jeweller of Buckingham was em- 
ployed day and night in completing the number of the 
diamond tags; and it was still in full force when a 
light fishing-smack, which had been exempted from 
the general disability, was scudding across the channel 
on its way to Calais, under the command of one of the 
duke’s confidential servants, and having on board, for 
all its freight, the aiguillette of Anne of Austria. 

‘In the course of the ensuing day the ports were 
again opened, and the thousand and one rumours 
which had been propagated by the people died gradu- 
ally away, as no explanation of the incomprehensible 
and rigorous measure ever transpired; whose result 
was the receipt of her shoulder-knot by the queen, the 
very day before the ball of the magistrates.” 

Louis Quatorze, from his earliest years, enter- 
tained a hatred for the Cardinal Mazarin. The 
minister, who saw in the young monarch the germ 
of future greatness, which could hardly submit to 
wield its power according to any dictation but its 
own, endeavoured by neglect of his education and 
state to keep down the growth of his mind. A 
singular instance of this bad policy is found here :— 

THE KING’S EQUIPAGE. 

“The state affected by the cardinal already jarred 
upon the natural haughtiness of the young monarch; 
and, boy as he was, it was impossible that he could 
contrast the exaggerated magnificence of his mother’s 
minister with his own neglected and almost destitute 
condition, without feeling how insultingly Mazarin had 
profited by his weakness and want of power. That 
those by whom Louis was surrounded were equally 
inimical to the cardinal there can be no doubt: and 
thus the aversion of the young king was permitted to 
grow on unchecked by expostulation of any kind; save 


in the occasional conferences with the regent, during

a proud eye, and from which he retired only strength- 
ened in his distaste,

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MODELLING OF WAX FLOWERS. 
THE OLEANDER.

This flower is prepared in pale pink wax. It is

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DESTRUCTION OF LISSANOURE 
CASTLE, 

An awful and almost unprecedented occurrence 
took place on Tuesday, the 28th ult., at Lissanoure 
Castle, near Ballymoney, county of Antrim. Mr. 
George Macartney, the proprictor of Lissanoure, 
previous to the reduction of the yeomanry force, 
was captain in that body, and was in the habit of 
storing large quantities of gunpowder in the castle 
for the use of the small staff when called out for 
practice. There were from eleven to thirteen bar- 
rels of powder lying in the mansion for a con- 
siderable length of time. It was usually kept, as 
being most out of the way of danger, in a dark and 
narrow passage leading from one wing of the castle 
to the other, In this passage (very little traversed 
at any time) some of the gunpowder had become 
damp, and was ordered by Mr. Macartney to be 
laid out to dry, What quantity was taken from 
the barrels 1S as yet unknown, but it must have 
been considerable from the effects which ensued. 
The powder had remained for some days spread 
out in the passage, On Tuesday morning Mrs. 
Macartney, the wife of the proprietor, having oc- 
casion to pass through the passage, took with her 
a lighted candle. Whether she knew that the 
destructive material was in the situation described 
no person can tell; but she had scarcely been a

minute in the passage when an explosion took place, 
the roar of which was heard like a burst of thunder, 
and in an instant, with the exception of the wing op- 
posite to the spot, the castle was a mass of ruins, the 
unfortunate lady being blown to atoms! It is im- 
possible to know how the melancholy event prima- 
rily ensued. Whether Mrs. Macartney had stum- 
bled and fallen with the lightamong the powder, whe- 
ther a snuff had fallen from the candle, or whether 
it had accidentally fell from her hands, are matters 
that will in all human likelihood remain a secret for 
ever.

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black, which had been used, dried and curled, slightly 
coloured, and coated with thin gum-water to give ita 
crisp and somewhat shiny appearance. Another sample 
was the renovated exhausted black by itself. Another 
was a specimen of green made up of mixed black and 
green genuine tea, which had been used and remanu- 
factured for the use of the grocers by the help ofa 
little chrome yellow and Dutch pink, the surface being 
afterwards coated with gum-water to prevent the 
colour from being too easily rubbed off; the portions 
of colouring matters produced consisted of stone blue, 
Prussian blue, French chalk, Dutch pink, and chrome 
yellow.—The solicitor to the Excise said the fines in- 
curred by the defendant amounted to a very large sum, 
but he did not wish to press with severity. He would 
be content to take a conviction of having possession of 
8lbs. of imitation tea, being the portion completely 
manufactured for use. The penalty was £6 for every 
pound.—Mr. Alderman Musgrove said he had no 
doubt the defendant had been guilty of the offence 
charged. It was an offence of great magnitude, that 
required the full penalty, because it was a fraud which 
fell heavily on the poor. They gave ds. a pound for 
the trash which the defendant prepared by wholesale 
for them, and the toil and sometimes difficulty with 
which that money was obtained by the humbler classes 
must not be forgotten.—The prisoner was convicted 
of knowingly having the tea in his possession: and 
sentence was postponed on the other count. 


FURIOUS ATTACK ON A WOMAN BY TWO 
POLICEMEN. 

Police constable Buckmaster, E 149, and police 
constable Kennedy, E 151, were charged at Marl- 
borough-street with having used unnecessary violence 
towards John Perryan and his wife, whom they had 
taken into custody on Saturday night, the 26th of 
September last.—John Perryan, cabinet-maker, No. 4, 
Rebecca-court, Wells-street, stated that he was the 
owner of several houses in Rebecca-court. On Satur- 
day night, at a late hour, he was about to close his 
house, when he saw some of his lodgers in the court 
wrangling together. Witness requested the parties to 
go into the house, and Mrs. Perryan, having come out 
to learn the cause of the disturbance, joined in the 
request. The police came up—the two defendants and 
a sergeant—and one of the constables commenced 
‘shoving’? Mrs. Perryan about. Witness told the 
constable that the female he was thus ‘shoving’? was 
his wife, who was only engaged in trying to persuade 
some of the lodgers, who were creating a disturbance, 
to go quietly to their homes. As soon as witness had 
spoken to the constable, the other constable (E 115) 
called out, ‘‘We will shove you about presently.” 
The constable Kennedy, E 151, then thrust his hand 
into his neckcloth and twisted the handkerchief so as 


nearly to strangle him. He told the constable he 
would go quietly with him if he had any charge to 
make. He walked on a short distance, when he 


was again attacked, by his neck-handkerchief being 
tightened by the constable Kennedy, who this time 
was assisted by the other defendant. Witness heard 
Kennedy call out to the other constable, “On to the 
charge,’’ and immediately the constable ran off, and 
witness directly afterwards heard a scream, which he 
knew came from his wife. Witness heard the mob 
cry out “Shame!” and witness was then taken away 
to the station-house. In the struggle witness lost a 
watch and gold guard. The property was safe at the 
time he was laid hold of by the police.—Sarah 
Perryan, on being sworn, said she was the wife 
of John Perryan. On Saturday, September 26, about 
ten minutes past twelve, she went into Rebecca-court 
on hearing her husband talking to some of the lodgers 
in the court. Witness went out, and said to one of 
the women, ‘‘Go in doors, my good woman, and don’t 
let us have any {bother with you to-night.” This 
lodger was in the habit of making a noise in the court 
when she took a drop too much. There was no dis- 
turbance or quarrelling at the time. The woman went 
into the house, and witness’s husband shut the door. 
At that moment the two defendants and their sergeant 
came down the court. Defendant (Buckmaster) with- 
out saying a word, caught hold of her by the shoulder 
and pushed her. Witness’s husband said, ‘Don’t 
push her, she is my wife, and is doing no harm, I’m 
sure.” ‘I'wo of the constables then caught hold of 
witness, and one said, ‘ I’m —— if we don’t push 
her.” One of them (Buckmaster) added, ‘I'll lock 
her up, and you too.” The defendant (Kennedy), 
then Paid hold of witness’s husband. Witness was 
dragged by the sergeant and Buckmaster up the court, 
and when at the top, Buckmaster let go and went to 
assist Kennedy, but afterwards came back, and again 
began dragging her along. Kennedy called out, ‘“—— 
her; give it her.”” Witness was then struck on the 
head with a truncheon by Buckmaster, which knocked 
her down nearly senseless. ‘The constable struck her 
several blows on the head and body, and then thrust 
the handle of his truncheon into her mouth, by which 
some of her teeth were broken. The sergeant put up 
his arm, and called out to Buckmaster, ‘ I’m —, if 
you go on ill-using the woman this way, you will kill 
her before you get her to the station-house.’’ Wit- 
ness received several blows and kicks. Her clothes were 
torn from her person, and all her neck and bosom were 
exposed.. There was no one who struck Buckmaster, 
Witness certainly did not strike him. Witness was ill- 
used in Wells-street just as she was dragged out of 
the court. Witness’s face was much cut and bruised,— 
This case excited considerable interest, and occupied 
the court a great part of the time during Monday and 
Tuesday’s sittings. A number of witnesses were 
examined on behalf of both parties, and, at the con- 
clusion, Mr. Hardwicke, the magistrate, said that the 
evidence disclosed the fact of unnecessary violence 
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. having been used. It appeared to him that all the dis- 
turbance and subsequent outrage had arisen from the 
unnecessary interference of the police, Had the police 
gone away after they had caused the drunken woman 
to go into the house, and after they had been told by 
Mr. and Mrs. Perryan that they would not go into 
their house because they had done nothing, the proba- 
bility was that no disturbance would have occurred. 
The police had no business to order the complainants 
peremptorily to go into their house, and an alter- 
cation naturally occurred in consequence of the com- 
plainants requiring to know why they were to be 
pushed and ordered about. The subsequent violence 
of the mob appeared to him to have been caused by 
the conduct of the police themselves, and he could, 
therefore, come to but one conclusion on the subject. 
He was always ready to uphold the police in the just 
exercise of their duty, but when they overstepped 
the proper bounds prescribed to them he was quite as 
ready to protect the public.
